Warren returned from 
I Brownwood, Texas, this week, where 
! he went to search for the remains of 
I his brother, A. T. Warren, who was 
blown up by the premature discharge 
j of dynamite during construction work 
[on the Santa Fe railroad near there a 
few weeks ago. Not a trace of Mr. 
Warren has ever been discovered, and 
his brother was unable to recover any 
portion of his remains. 

At the time of the explosion Mr. 
Warren was sitting astride a mule, su- 
perintending the construction work 
After the explosion, which came sud- 
denly and unexpectedly, the carcass of 
the mule, torn almost to shreds, and 
about half of the saddle, were found 
several hundred feet away, but no por- 
tion of Mr. Warren's body could be 
found. A huge mass of rock was torn 
up and piled up by the force of the ex- 
plosion, and some think that the body 
may be entombed in this. 

Mr. Warren talked with many of the 
workmen who were in the construction 
crew under his brother, and ascertain- 
ed, he says, that orders which he had 
given as superintendent had been diso- 
beyed in the handling of the dynamite. 
He consulted a lawyer while there and 
suit will be instituted at once against 
the railroad company for $10, 000 dama- 
ges for the death of hie brother, which 
it will be alleged was cansed by negli- 
gence on ths part of the railroad com- 
pany and through no fault of his own.

It’s 
a holdup game that doe* credit to uo 
railroad management, and It goes with 
out saying tbut it would not be prac- 
ticed at all lu section* where there 
was even a setutflunee of coni|ietltiou 
It Is trick* and soulduddery of fbls 
type practiced by some transportation 
companies that tend to put the whole 
class In disrepute and seem. In fact, to 
Justify the feeling on the part of the 
iiayee that transportation companies 
art* holdup institutions and enemies of 
the public which place full faith in 
the “public tie damned” policy.

It Is generally conceded by ex[>ert- 
euced fruit men that heavy pruning 
during the dormant period tends to 
produce lieevy w.«mT growth the m-u- 
*on following This ^t>e of pruning 
Is therefore desirable for young trees 
w-lteiv growth of wood and the build- 
ing of a good frame are tbe chief aim. 
With mature bearing trees the prun- 
ing. if proper care has previously- Iteen 
given, should bo light and should be 
done during .luly and August, which 
will induce fruit rather than wood 
production 



If the truth were known It would

This strip should be put in mellow con- 
dition and given frequent cultivation 
after the young trees are set- It I* 
well to select for the shelter belt varte 
ties which have done well and made 
thrifty growth on. ether farms to the 
vicinity, or. If there be none of them*, 
varieties which are recommended by 
the nearest reliable nurseryman.
